The ad- 
vancing cost of pulp wood of 
all 


species is clearly brought out' in the 
report. 
The total 
consumption in 


1309, 
though exceeding that of 1907 


by less than 40,000 cords, cost over 
$2,000,000 more. The cost for 190D ex- 
ceeded that for 1908 to the extent of 
over $0,000,000.

the decrease In the consumption of 
spruce In the manufacture of pulp 
While 
that timber

the most popular pulp making wood

1907. 


The diminution of spruce is attrib 


uted to the Increase in price, which 
amounted to more than a dollar

cord from 1907 to 1909.

sumption of woods heretofore little 
used as pulp material, such as bal-

of Manila and Stiblg bays, Honolulu 
and Pearl Harbor. 
Recent informa- 


tion obtained at the War Department 


I emphasizes the necessity of pushing 


this work to completion, in view of 
the prospect that the Pacific Ocean 
is destined to be the theatre of milli- 
tary operations. It will require near- 
ly ?4,000,000 to complete tho fortifi- 
cations for these Insular places, and 
it is hoped to obtain tho money In 
time to carry out, the projects as they 
have been planned by the experts. 
These include not only the defences

mentis, but the barracks and quarters 
for the troops and officers. 
The lat- 


ter feature is of more importance 
than shelter at posts In the United
